Ci Voters 
Slowest in Years 


Registration of voters for the 
primary election is the slowest 
in several years, it was revealed 
today by County Clerk John A, 
Bruning, who issued an appeal to 
citizens of the county who have 
not registered to do so at once. 
“Following the 1954 general 
election, we removed from the 
rolls all persons who had failed 
to vote during that year.

The Peninsula Recreation Ad- 


ministrators association resolved 
last week to make a study on the 
recreation needs of the handicap- 
ped adults and children on the 
Peninsula. 

At a meeting held at Flood park, 
recreation 


ed to Mrs. Morris H. Pomeroy, 
director of the Recreation center 
for the Handicaped, Inc., in San 
Francisco, as she related the need 
for providing pléasant and en- 
riched living for those who are 
unable to enter into physical and 
culivsal activities with other 
grours. 

Physically handicapped persons 
with arthritis, cerebral palsy, con- 
genital malformations, multiple 
sclerosis, muscular atrophy, mus- 
cular dystrophy, poliomyelitis, and 
visual handicaps may be helped to 
socialize through providing recre- 
ational programs including camp- 
ing, dancing, dramatics, fishing, 
games, arts and crafts, music, and 
special events such as a circus, a 
Mardi Gras, parties, tours, and 
swimming. 

The important part of this 
specialized program is that the 
handicapped person is not treat- 
ed as a patient but rather each 
feels that he or she is a member 
of a recreational group. 

The Recreation Center for the 
Handicapped, Inc., in San Francis- 
co is a non-profit agency and the 
Peninsula Recreation Administra- 
tors association is to study ways 
and means of establishing a sim- 
ilar type of agency somewhere on 
the mid-peninsula to provide rec- 
reational service for the thousands 
of handicapped adults and children 
in San Mateo and Santa Clara 
counties.

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Woodsiders Hear Experts Discuss Incorporation 


What was expected to be a spir- 
ited discussion of the pros and 
cons of incorporating Woodside 
turned out to be a serene two- 
hour meeting in the Woodside 
school Tuesday night with more 
than 350 residents jamming the 
multi-purpose room. 

Observers remained calm and 
few dissenting voices were raised 
with only Richard Delucchi, presi- 
dent of the Woodside Valley Prop- 
erty Owners association, voicing 
strong opposition to incorporation. 

Mrs. Edward Russell, spokes- 
man for the incorporation back- 
ers, said that 80 per cent of the 
required 25 per cent of property 
owners had signed the petitions 
calling for an election on the 
incorporation question. Dead- 
line for obtaining signatures is 
March 14. 

Only mention of Atherton and 
Menlo Park was that no opposition 
to incorporation had been received 
from these cities. 

A 10-member panel of county 
and planning officials answered 
questions from the floor with 
prominent Woodside resident, Al- 
len L. Chickering Jr., an ardent 
pro-incorporationist, acting as 
chairman of the meeting. 

Humorous point of the meeting 
occurred when Redwood | City 
Councilman Robert Spillers refer- 
ring to a “gentlemen’s agreement 
between the Redwood City council 
and Woodside not to annex each 
other’s areas” stated, “We don’t 
want you—you stay on your side 
of the hill and we’ll stay on ours.”

answer to ever increasing traffic 

congestion in the Bay area lies in 
the utilization of high speed. 
grade-separated, interurban rapid 
transit as a complementary com- 
ponent to the regional highway 
network. e 

The high - speed transit sys- 
tem in its first stage would run 
from a point near Los Altos 
through Menlo-Atherton to San 

Francisco and across the Gold- 

en Gate to a point north of San 

Rafael. 

An East Bay line would run 
from Decoto through Oakland to 
Richmond, with a connecting line 
to Concord by way of Orinda and 
Walnut Creek. The East Bay and 
West Bay lines would be connect- 
ed by a trans-bay line which would 
utilize the Bay bridge or a separ- 
ately constructed tunnel under the 
bay at approximately the same lo- 
cation. 

The recommended second stage 
of construction would extend both 
lines to San Jose and the West 
Bay line a few miles further north 
to Novato. The master plan for ul- 
timate construction would connect 
into the system Petaluma, Santa 
Rosa, Napa, Fairfield, Brentwood, 
Livermore and Campbell, with 
Bay crossings increased to four. 

These routes would parallel the 
present highest volumes of inter 
urban travel, with Stage 1 serving 
the greatest present volumes and 
Stage 2 taking the next highest 
concentrations. 

It is believed by the engi- 
neers that a fast service such as 
this would divert many drivers 
of passenger cars from the high- 
ways, thus relieving highway 
congestion. 

In its initial stage, the Peninsu 
la line would start at Arastradero 
road, with stations at California 
avenue, University avenue, Menlo 
Park or Atheron, Redwood City, 
Carlmont, Hillsdale, San Mateo.

To watch these grow (with the 
aid of a magnifying glass) from 
fine stitchwork to fat clusters of 
spores that are often released by 
a minor explosion is a fascinating 
study. 

NOT DIFFICULT 

Fern cultivation is not difficult. 
However, moving them from the 
woods is somewhat hazardous, and 
it is better to purchase them from 
a nursery. Be sure to ask for spe- 
cific planting directions. Some 
ferns with crown-type roots are 
planted with the crown exposed 
others with the crown at the soi! 
surface. Most types with spread- 
ing roots do best if the roots are 
barely covered. 

Ferns may be transplanted 
either spring or fall. While it is 
easier to do in the fall, when the 
the ferns can get settled by the 
rains, spring is usually the time 
you think of wanting ferns.

In the average garden, ferns 


which rise from “crowns” tend to 
stay put. However, in this group 
the matter of eventual size must 
be kept in mind. 

In the rock garden use the small 
and medium ferns like oak fern 
maidenhair, bladder fern, ever- 
green ebony spleenwort and rat- 
tlesnake fern. 

For planting along 
side of the house or 
shade tree, the handsome cinna- 
mon fern, royal fern, interrputed 
fern and ostrich fern are possibil- 
ities among the large ferns. 

It is possible to use ferns as 
an effective successor to spring 
bulbs in places that turn shady 

as deciduous trees come into 
leaf.
